CONTRACT PLACED AT OVER 


£ 4,000,000. 

Dr. J. J. C. Bradfield, Chief Engineer for 
the new Sydney Harbour Bridge, has issued 
a statement, in which he mentions that in 
all twenty tenders were received for the 
contract. 

The accepted tender is A3 of Messrs. Dor- 
man, Long and Co., Middleton, England, 
at £4,217,721 11s. 10d. for a two- 
hinged main arch span from Dawes’ 
Point to Milson’s Point, a distance 
of 1,650ft. centre to centre of bearings, with 
piers and abutment towers faced with 
granite, and with five deck approach spans 
on each side of the harbour. The over-all 
length of the bridge will be 3,770ft. 

‘Lhe main arch trusses will be set in verti- 
cal planes, and spaced 98ft. 6in. centre to 
ecntre, with parabolic lower chords of 1,650ft. 
span and 350ft. rise from centres of bearings. 
At the crown the ‘depth will be 60ft., which 
will increase by means of a parabolic top 
chord and a slight reverse at each end to 
190ft. over the main bearings. The highest 
pé of the top chord will be 445.48ft. above 
1igh-water level of the harbour. The abut- 
ments will be Df concrete with granite aggre- 
gate, built up from a level of 25ft. below top 
rock level. 

The deck throughout the bridge will consist 
of a central roadway 57ft. wide between 
kerbs ; on each side of this road two railway 
tracks will be spaced, one on each side of the 
main truss, and beyond the railway tracks 
on each side of the bridge will be footways 
10ft. wide, which with the outer railway 
tracks will be carried on a cantilever exten- 
sion of the cross-girders. The main road deck, 
consisting of pressed steel throughing filled 
with eoke concrete and surfaced with asphalt, 
will be carried at the sides of the road on 
lattice stringers resting on the cross-girders. 
The rail level at the centre of the bridge will 
be 184.02ft. above datum, while there will be 
a clear height of 170ft. between the underside 
of the cross-girders and high-water level. 

On the sonthern side the five approach 
spans will each be 193ft. 7in. to centres of 
bearings, with piers 198ft. 7in. centres, and 
the approach will be straight. The northern 
approach will have the main span on a curve 
of 2,152ft. radius, running into a curve of 
1,500ft. radius at the northern end of the 
approach, so that the inner approach trusses 
will be 168ft. span and the outer trusses 
180ft. 6in. span to centres of bearings, the 
piers being 178ft. 7in. centres measured along 
the centre line of the bridge. All the approach 
spans will be supported by granite-faced con- 
crete piers measuring 17ft. 6in. by 14ft. at 
the top and tapering uniformly outwards 
towards the base, the average height of the 
piers’ being SOft. above ground level. 

To the amount of the tender for the bridge 
itself, £4,217,721 11s. 10d., must be added 
the cost of the approaches. which Dr. Brad- 
field has estimated at £1,275,000.

WATER POWER AND 
ELECTRICITY. 


The development of Switzerland’s water 
power for electrical purposes has been an im- 
portant factor in promoting the growth of 
electrical manufacture in that country. Its 
recent progress, and in particular its applica- 
tion to railway traction, has helped to tide 
the electro-technical industry over a very 
difficult period. Upon its further progress 
high-hopes are based. 

Switzerland’s foreign trade balance is 
heavily influenced by her need to purchase 
large quantities of coal from abroad. For a 
long while she has been effecting a gradually 
increasing saving through the growth of the 
supply of current from hydro-electric power 
stations. Every year, every month almost, 
the snow-clad peaks, the mountain torrents, 
the rushing streams, the steadily flowing. 
rivers are being turned to greater practical 
use in furnishing ‘‘ while coal ” for railways, 
factories, and farms. Not only does the 
country thus benefit by the money saved on 
her foreign coal bill but also by the added 
efficiency, cleanliness, and adaptability that 
result from electrical operation. The ever- 
extending network of high tension lines which 
one sees when travelling through Switzerland 
may be taken as a clear sign of future pros- 
perity, enhanced competitive capacity, and, 
be it added, advancing purchasing power. 

The Eglisau hydro-electric installation is an 
outstanding example of Swiss efficiency in 
power station work. It is situated on the 
Rhine at a point where the stream can suit: 


_ably be harnessed and directed through seven 


vertical-shaft water turbines. Each of these 
drives a three-phase Oerlikon alternator of 
5150-5500 kv.a., the combined installation 
being capable of producing an estimated total 
output of 170,000,000 !:w. hours. i 

The power produced is supplied to the 
neighbouring cantons of Zurich and Schaff- 
hausen and the former. Grand Duchy of 
Baden. The station is owned by a limited 
cOmpany, the entire share capital of which 
has been subscribed by the Governments or 
the State-owned electricity works of a num- 
ber of neighbouring cantons. There are no 
private shareholders. Five years were oc- 
cupied in the construction of the works, at a 
total expenditure of 40,000,000 francs. So 
perfect are the controlling devices which form 
part of the equipment of this station that a 
staff of only seven men is needed. 

Already electric. current is an important 
itém amongst Swiss exports. The quantity 
sent across the border has increased from 
460,000,000 kw. hours to 520,000,000 kw. 
hours during the past 12 months, France, 
Germany, and Italy are purchasers of current 
in the summer. In the winter, when some 
of Switzerland’s water power is frozen at its 
source, it is proposed to supplement it by 
drawing current from central stations to be 
erected in the coalfields of Alsace and the 
Ruhr. 

It cannot yet be said that the Swiss elec- 
trical manufacturing industry has completely 
recovered. 
fication of the State railways proceeded more 
actively, so would the state of employment in 
the electrical Sndustry quickly improve and 
regain its pre-war level. These hopes have 
not been fully realised. Many works are con- 
siderably less busily employed than they were 
ten years ago. It is calculated that the Swiss 
metal and machinery industries generaily are 
still producing 20 per cent. less than they did 
before the war. At present, however, they 
are rather busier than they were 12 months

The new storage shed erected thy the 
Dublin Port and Docks Board, at Great 
Britain quay, on the south side of the River 
Liffey. This building is Jozenge-shaped in 
plan, measuring 260 lineal feet over all, being 
30 feet wide at the south and 60 feet at the 
north end of thé building. “The floor area is 
11,700 square feet ; height to eaves 14 feet. 


The 
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structural steel-work—columns, roof trusses 
and beams—was carried out by Messrs. Flem- 
ing Brothers, Glasgow. ‘The glazing was done 
by Messrs. Henry Hope and Sons, Lid., Bir- 
mingham. The gates, made by Messrs. T. and 
C. Martin, Ltd., North Wall, Dublin, are 
fitted with Coburn: hangers, which were sup- 
plied by Messrs. Brooks, Thomas, and Co., 
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Ltd., Dublin. The screen walls are of con- 
crete, the work being designed and carried out 
nnder the superintendence of Mr. J. Mallagh, 
A.M. Inst.C.E., the Engineer-in-Chief “of 
the Dublin Port and Docks Board. The shed 
was primarily built for the fruit trade; but 
has a capacity-of 8,000 tons for general goods. 


REBUILDING OF 
SACKVILLE STREET. 


CAUSES OF DELAY. 


Various reasons are still put forward to 
account for the delay im rebuilding Upper 
Sackville. street. On... behalf oí. the 
site owners it is claimed tha the 
compensation awarded is not sufficient 
to meet the cost of rebuilding their premises 
in accordance with the scheme of the City 
Architect. A similar plea was advanced when 
Lower Sackville street was destroyed in 1916, 
and the procedure adopted for settlement 
then was identical with that in existence at 
present. Another reason given for the delay 
is that conditions are too unsettled to pro- 
ceed with building on a large scale. Building 
materials and labour are still very costly, 
and it is argued that there is every possibility 
of operations being held up as soon as 
started. 

The cut stone fronts that the City Archi- 
ect is insisting on are regarded with dis- 
favour, because of their expense. Generally 
speaking, present site owners are disinclined 
to build, and many of the sites are being 
offered for sale. The site of one well-known 
bote! was, it is said, on the point of being 
disposed of, when the intending buyers were 
frightened off by the state of the labour 
market. In another case a site was put up 
for sale, but failed to elicit sufficient bidding. 
lt is fully recognised that when the new 
buildings are erected in accordance with the 
co-ordinated plan of the City Architect, they 
will be much more valuable than the former 
structures. This, of course, 
their rateable value, and put an added burden 
on the owners. If one aite holder would make 
a start others would certainly follow. 

So far, only three plans have heen sub- 
mitted in accordance with the City Archi- 
tect’s scheme, and been approved. Only one 
of those applies to the large ruined area on 
the eastern side of Sackville street, the others 
referring to the other side of the street. The 
owners of these sites were anxious to get 
their premises rebuilt. Two of them have 
cleared away the “br, and one firm has 
operations so far advanced that tenders for 
rebuilding will be avited almost imme- 
diately. 

Tt has been stated that, pending rebuilding, 
interest at the rate of 5 per cent. would be 
naid to those who have been awarded com- 
pensation for destruction of premises. This 
is not correct. The Ministry of Finance will 
only pay the compensation awarded for de- 
stroyed buildings on the certificate of the 
architect as builaing proceeds. There is no 
provision for the payment of 5 per cent. 
interest to the owner of the site pending re- 
building. 

Persons awarded compensation for loss of 
stock and valuables have been compensated 
artly in cash and partly in Compensation 

ds redeemable at par in ten years. 

Mr. H. ‘TT. O'Rourke, City Architect, in 
the course of an interview with our repre- 
sentative, ‘said that his requirements were 
demonstrated in sets of drawings specially 
made -for the purpose, which coutd be ob- 
tained free on application. The plans 
already submitted and roved -were 
in accordance with the co-ordinated scheme 
that had. been designed. If the site owners 
thought that the amount of compensation 
awarded was not sufficient to start :e-building, 
they were entitled to borrow from the Cor- 
poration at a rate of interest. equal to the 
rate at which the Corporation could borrow, 
plus 10s. per cent. for administration charges. 
As to the objection that the proposed new 
buildings were too expensive, he agreed that 
plain cut stone fronts were more expensive 
than plain brick fronts, but they were very 
little more expensive than ornamental brick 
and stone fronts. He did not think that the 
public would tolerate plain brick fronts in one 
of the main streets of the capital. 

With vegard to the cost of building 
materials, Mr. O'Rourke said that the most 
they expected in England was to get wages 
and prices stabilised at 100 per cent. over pre- 
war, And that in a country where building 
operations have always been cheaper than in 
Ireland. We had never been able to do the 
work as cheaply as over there, and at present 
their rates of wages were lower than in this 
country. 

; The cost of building materials, he said, was 
not falling, but in the case of some articles 
had risen. 

Asked if those objecting to his scheme had 
submitted any alternative, Mr. O'Rourke 
stated that a conference had been held some 
time age, but. no counter- “proposal was sub- | 
mitted.

MASS PRODUCTION. 


PROPOSALS OF A PEER. 


Lord Weir is going to build on a site pro- 
vided by the Glasgow Corporation a specimen 
steel and timber “cottage which, he claims, 
can be built for £300. The idea is to induce 
the Corporation to carry out a housing scheme 
with houses built on the same or similar lines. 
Apart from the foundation, which is of con- 
crete, the whole of the material will be pre- 
pared in workshops on mass production prin- 
ciples. On the foundation a wooden frame- 
work is erected. On the outside of the wall 
battens and sheets of steel are fastened. Wall 
boards are fixed on the inside, an air space 
the width of the battens being left between 
the board and the steel for warmth and dry- 
ness. “The flooring is made in large sections 
ready to lay down; the partition walls and 
ceilings are of wall board; and for the roof 
weatherproof asbestos plates, thin sheets oí 
copper over sarking, and other alternatives for 
slates and tiles are offered. The £300 esti- 
mate is. of course, based on the idea of mass 
production, 


Lord Weir, Wheatley 


discussing the 
Housing Bill, said that each  post- 
war Government had produced 4 
tion to promote the building of houses, and i 
each case the performance had lagged far veg 
hind either expectation or requirements, and 
he suggested that this Bill would be little 
‘more effective than any of the earlier Bills 
promoted by the other Governments in its 
ability to obtain homes for the poor at the 
rate and in the time essential to reduce hard- 
ship. and to quell growing unrest. The build- 
ing trade had lost a wonderful opportunity of 
rehabilitating themselves. An effective ges- 
ture on their part. would have been to revert 
to pre-war conditions of labour, By so doing 
they might have increased the output of 
houses by 12; per cent. 

The most. acute and important part of the 
housing problem was to. supply about 500,000 
houses, to be regarded as a substitution for 
the worst existing houses, and the time avail- 
able for that supply was not over five years. 
Every encouragement should be given in every 
legitimate way to the building trade to ex- 
pand and develop, but altogether apart from 
what that trade could do, the Government 
should lay down an auxiliary scheme of hous- 
ing to provide this: half-million in the next 
five years under a system of standardised pro- 
duction. .Any such scheme must be framed 
so that it was not permissible for anyone to 
trench in any way on building-trade labour or 
materials which were in short supply. 

The only known principle under which 
effective produetion could be secured without 
skilled labour was by standardisation. The 
most suitable materials for the main structure 
of houses would be a combination of timber 
and steel plate. The use of these materials 
would eliminate the bricklayer, while a mul- 
tiple production of timber units, with the use 
of gigs and other methods, would make them 
independent oí the skilled joiner. The inner 
walls and partitions would be lined with wood 
or composition board, and no _ plasterers 
would be required. The use of either metallic 
shingles or asbestos sheets for roofs would not 
invoive the employment of slaters By 
standardising the layout, all the pipes and 
electric wiring could be produced by factory 
methods, independent of the plumber and 
electrician. By the standardisation of equip- 
ment and fittings the problem of baths, 
sanitary cotiveniences, etc., was rendered 
much simpler. Thus, the middleman would be 
eliminated and costs reduced. 

These principles of production had been ap- 
plied with complete success in war time. But 
there was this difference—during the war no 
good men were unemployed; to-day over a 
million were out of work. many of whom 
would be available for his scheme. - He had no 
hesitation in saying that if his scheme were 
applied on a sufficiently large scale, a three- 
room house with scullery and bath-room. but 
exclusive of lands, roads, and drains, could be 
made and erected at a cost of under £300.

THE CENTENARY OF 
CONCRETE. | 


INDUSTRY WITH THIRTEEN 
MILLIONS CAPITAL. 


It will be a hundred years next October 
since Joseph Aspdin, a Leeds bricklayer (or 
builder), obtained a patent for what he called 
Portland cement, because the artificial stone 
it enabled him to produce so closely resembled 
the famous natural stone of that name. The 
centenary is to be celebrated by the erection 
of a memorial in the city of his birth, al- 
though Wakefield as the place of first manu- 
facture, and Kent as the scene of its produc. 
tion on a large scale, have also laid claims to 
be associated with the invention. The occa- 
sionwill be more fittingly observed if, as 
seems probable, it is marked by a recognition 
of the part concrete is fitted to play in making 
oe the shortage of building-stone and brick 

y which the housing problem is now aggra- 
vated, and at the same time enabling the 
scarcity of labour to be reduced by a larger use 
Cf unskilled and semi-skilled workmen, as 
well as machinery. Most of the large towns 
which have addressed themselves seriously to 
the housing question are making experiments 
with artificial stone, which, whatever ite 
name, is generally one form or another of 
concrete. 

Concrete, first made in Ycrkshire, has been 
exploited to a far greater extent on the other 
side of the Atlantic than in the country of its 
origin. ‘There has alw: ays been a considerable 
manufacture of cement in Great Britain and 
of concrete, of which it forms the basis, but 
it has been used mainly for such purposes as 
roadways, harbour works, and the like. In 
America, through lack of other material, the 
suitability of concrete for the construction of 
houses has been earlier and more widely ap- 
preciated. Many of the ‘‘sky-scrapers’’ of 
the large cities are made entirely of concrete, 
reinforced or otherwise, and more recent]y 
it has grown in favour. íor the construction 
of suburban villas and working-class houses. 


Photographs of such buildings show that they 


not content with the impressiveness of simple 
lines the use of cement stucco has provided a 
means of decoration which can be almost 
excessive. 

The stability of concrete is beyond dispute. 
A recent example is provided by the Wembley 
Exhibition Palaces of Industry and Engineer- 
ing, which are not merely impressive, by their 
massive dignity, but, as experience has shown, 
are adequate to the great weight they have 
to bear. They will probably take longer 
to demolish than they..did to erect, 
and if the repetition of the Ex- 
hibition is contemplated for next year, no 
difficulty will arise in regard to the buildings. 
They provide a complete answer to the im- 
pression that concrete is necessarily un- 
sightly, for they have all the appearance of 
the best sandstone, as well as more than its 
durability. 

ADVANTAGES. 

Concrete has many recommendations under 
present circumstances. The supply is practi- 
cally unlimited, an important point when 
bricks cannot be produced in_ sufficient 
Guantity and many British quarries are 
water-logged and their plant out ol 
condition. The process of cement manu- 
facture has been so _ simplified and 
standardised that there is no longer 
danger of variation in quality, and any sub- 
stantial increase in demand should reduce the 
cost of production. Another important factor 
is that the proportion of skilled labour re- 
quired is appreciably less than for bricks or 
stone, whether the concrete is used in the form 
of blocks or poured into moulds while still 
plastic—a-method which has recently been the 
subject of promising experiments. Ignoring 
special feats which have been accomplished— 
such as the making of the shell of a house in 
about ten days—it is undoubted that construc- 
tion with concrete can be more rapid, and that 
it is less liable to be interrupted by bad 
weather. So long as care is taken to have 
proper air spaces in the walls “sweating” is 
evoided, and in the United States, in spite 
of the greater variation of temperature there, 
no difficulty has been found from cold in 
winter or heat in summer. 

Many English local authorities have 
accepted contracts for six-roomed cottages 
with bathrooms at between £400 and £420, 
and while claims to erect dwellings at about 
half that cost have still to be substantiated, 
there is no doubt that mass production such 
as is, centemplated--and necessary UW the 
shortage is to be made good speedily—will 
enable great reductions to be made. - The 
leaders of the. concrete industry, which has an 
invested capital of about 13 millions sterling, 
are making arrangements to participate in the 
exhibition of building materials and methods 
which Mr. Wheatley. the British Minister of 
Health. has undertaken to organise as a 
pendant to his Housing Act. They claim 
that even where the main structure is of other 
material—steel or wood, for instance—con- 
crete is essential as a protective, and that for 
accessories. such as fences, paths, garden 
ponds or even’ dog- kennels and dust bins, 
their product, being proof against rot, rust, 
and vermin. is essential.

The Earl of Birkenhead has added a 
postscript to his much-discussed letter to 
the Earl of Balfour. He defends himself 
against the charge of-contempt of court 
and repeats his opinion—which, of course, 
as he admits, is not authoritative—that 
Article XII. of the Anglo-Irish Treaty 
does not contemplate the cutting of any 
‘‘ monstrous cantle ’’ out of the territory 
Mr. Lloyd George, 
another signatory of the Treaty, took the 
same view yesterday in his speech at 
Penmaenmawr. He does not believe that 
the Boundary Commission will rape whole 
counties from the North, but he agrees 
with the Labour Cabinet that the Com. 
mission must be appointed, and that :ts 
decision must be honoured by the British 
Government and people. On this point 
Mr. Lloyd George was eloquently and 
passionately insistent. England’s long 
quarrel with Ireland has been settled, and 
a breach of faith now would undo all the 
work of patient statesmanship in recenf 
years. For Mr, Lloyd George the need 
of permanent good-will between Great 
Britain and Ireland is the essential 
consideration; and this same need is 
the moral of Mr. Kevin O’Higgins’s 
latest statement on the boundary crisis. 
In his article in the Daily Express Mr. 
O’Higgins said that a cross-roads had 
been reached in the relations between the 
two peoples. One road led to sanity and 
peace. The other was unmarked, and 
‘* whatever little political judgment I have 
tells me that it leads to no ultimate good 
for either country. ' 

We are beginning to understand wherein 
our own attitude to the boundary question 
differs from that of most other 
newspapers, English and Irish. We re- 
gard the question primarily as a national, 
not as an international, problem. Nobody 
will suppose: that we under-rate the value 
of good relations between Great Britain and 
Ireland. We agree with Mr. Lloyd George 
and with Mr. Kevin O’ Higgins that, faute de 
mieux, the Boundary Commission 
“moral and logical necessity. Our concern, 
however, does not end with this postulate. 
We cannot be blind to the cost to Ireland 
at which England will keep faith with 
Ireland. We are able to share neither 
Mr. Lloyd George’s optimism about the 
result of the Boundary Commission nor 
our Free State politicians’ apparent 
indifference to that result. If the 
Commission s verdict is in accordance 
with the expectations of Lord Birkenhead 
and Mr. Lloyd George, it may be accept- 
able to Sir James Craig, but it will be 
resented bitterly in the Free State, | 
whose Ministers will it at 
the risk their political existence. 
If the verdict favours the Southern 
claims, the Government of Northern Ire- 
land and a majority of the citizens will 
repudiate it and may defy the British 
Government or any other Government to 
enforce it. In other words, the political 
stability of the Free State will be in grave 
peril. The partition of Ireland will be 
assured for a hundred years. The menace 
of civil strife will paralyse industry and 
commerce equally in North and South. 

We confess that this prospect appals us 
and that we are astonished by the seeming 
absence of any similar alarm in the 
councils of Northern and Southern Ire- 
land. Neither President Cosgrave nor Sir 
James Craig has refuted our warnings of 
disaster or, as we are convinced, can refute

Spain and Morocco.

and fighting is in progress under the very 
walls of Tetuan. At no time since the 
‘Spanish garrison was nearly annihilated 
during the disastrous campaign of 1921 
has the danger been greater than it is now, 
The. Spanish Army in Morocco is better | 
equipped to face the menace than it was 
in 1921. There are approximately 100,000 
Spanish troops in the war zone, and their 
organisation has been improved. Great 
care also has been taken to provide against 
a breakdown of methods of communication, 
and the supply of food and ammunition 
has been organised with thoroughness. 
Nevertheless, all efforts to recover captured 
outposts have failed and the projected 
offensive has been abandoned. The 
Marguis de Estella has fallen back on the 
plan which hé outlined in June—concen- 
tration on the protection of the coast line 
and other points of paramount import- 
ance. Even this programme will be diffi- 
cult of fulfilment since the insurgents are 
well supplied with modern weapons and 
ammunition, and it is reported that they 
have aeroplanes. Moreover, the decision 
of the Spanish to.stop their offensive has 
been accepted as an admission of weak- 
ness. The Riffs, like all semi-barbarous 
races, are most dangerous when they are 
encouraged by a belief in their own 
superiority and by the prospect of success. 
Like the attack on the Bastille, the revolt 
threatens to develop into a revolution. It 
constitutes a challenge which the Directory 
cannot ignore. So proud a nation as 
Spain may be trusted to fight against the 
ignominy of withdrawal with every means 
that tenacious courage can command. 
There are two hopeful signs. It seems 
likely that the conflicdé will not spread 
beyond the boundaries of Spanish Morocco, 
and rumours of a holy war have not been 
fulfilled. When the last violent outbreak 
took place it was feared that the peace of 
French Morocco might be disturbed, but 
there have been no signs of the realisation 
of these fears. The dreaded appeal to 
religious fanaticism has not been made. 
Where religion is invoked to fan the flames 
of strife in Moslem countries it is hard 
to say where the conflagration can be 
arrested. Sparks from Spanish Morocco 
might fall in the danger areas of India 
and Egypt. The effect of a decisive 
victory for African. Moslems over a 
European Power would be very bad and 
would be felt whereyer the religious differ- 
ence exists. The Spanish. troops have 
shown that they do not lack courage, but 
they lack experience in the form of war- 
fare for which their adversaries are well 
fitted. Dispersal of forces against an 
enemy that relies on guerilla tactics is 
certain to lead to defeat, and the policy 
of concentration on vital positions is the 
wisest that can be adopted. The fact that 
the President of the Directory does not 
under-rate the danger is shown by his 
presence at Tetuan. 


British Wool. 


The conference between the Bradford 
Chamber of Commerce and a number of 
wool-producers from the Dominions is dis- 
cussing the wool-producing resources of the 
States of the British Empire. After food, 
no commodity is more necessary to human 
welfare than wool; wool production and 
woollen manufactures are vital to 
economic progress. In the Middle Ages 
cloth was: the principal. medium of ex- 
change among nations, and it was Eng- 
land’s steady cultivation of woollen manu- 
factures that gave her, in the end, her 
wealth and. industrial pre-eminence. 
Immediately after the Great War the 
British woollen trade was in an 
amazingly prosperous condition; and this 
very circumstance stimulated competition 
throughout the world: Peru, for instance, 
ventured into wool-production on a large 
scale. Hitherto Europe and North America 
have been the chief wool-consuming areas, 
and they have absorbed the whole produce 
of the Colonial ranches. Australia has 
tried to establish woollen manufactories, 
but the older nations preserve their 
superiority. The chief competitor with 
Britain in the woollen industry is the. 
United States, where enormous mills have 
been built, some of which are capable of 
spinning in a week as much wool as is 
spun in Ireland in a year. Japan also 
promises to become a large manufacturer 
of woollen goods. Australasia and South 
Africa, producing chiefly for the British 
mills, find their chief competitor in South 
America; and it appears from statements 
made at the conference in Bradford that 
the Dominion producers have lost ground 
to the South Americans owing to a 
tendency to give mutton a preference over 
wool. Lately Canada has experimented 
in wool production, using sheep of the 
merino type which thrives in Russia... The 
economic future of the British Empire de- 
pends largely on the maintenance, against 
competitors, of a high standard of wool- 
production in the Dominions and of 
woollen manufacture in the mother 
country.

A pei interesti os and aera 
dealing with the '“ statistical tax” one poin 
of po importance has been overlooked. As 
you say in your articie, I moved an amend- 
ment exempting books from the tax in the 
interest of those who use libraries, outside the 
Free State, for study and research. I with- 
drew this amendment in consequence of the 
Minister’s statement that. it would be im- 
possible to differentiate between books and 
other articles, and on his giving an under- 
taking that the parcels post rates should~be 
reduced to the British level. I then moved a 
further amendment, intended to exempt 
parcels sent by book post, or parcels post, 
irom the “statistical tax.” Besides parcels 
sent in the ordinary course of commerce, there 
are a very large number of private parcels 
passing between the Free State and Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland. Mr. Blythe, 
in reply, pointed out that legislation was not 
required to impose a sixpenny tax on incoming 
parcels, but that this would be done by an 
order, made by the Postmaster-General, and 
ussented to by the Minister of Finance, fixing 
a postal delivery charge. 

1 then asked him whether the Dail ‘would 
have an opportumty of discussing this order 
before it came into force, and. on his giving 
an undertaxing that an opportunity would. be 
given, I withdrew my amendment, Possibly, 
cwing to the illness of the Minister, this 
pe has not been: fulfilled.. The charge has 
een imposed, though the Dail: have had no 
opportunity of diseussing it, and I propose to 
raise this matter as soon as the Dail re- 
assembles next month. In the meantime, it 
is erroneous to say that the Dail has im- 
posed a sixpenny charge on parcels. The 
charge has been imposed as an executive act 
by the Government. and by the Government 
aione. and the Dail have had no opportunity 
of either imposing or rejecting this charge. 

May I add that opposition to measures of 
this nature in the Dail would “be infinitely 
more effectual if Press and public would 
agitate against a proposed tax when it is first 
introduced, and not wait until it comes into 
force ’—Yours, etc.,

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISIL TIMES. 

Sin,—The sixpenny parcels’ tax can only 
have the result of again raising the “cost” of 
living in this country and making the’ dis- 
crepancy between it and England in this 
respect greater than it is at present. The 
idea that the imposition of this tax will dis- 
courage private persons from sending to Kng- 
land for goods is, to. my mind, -erroneous. 
The result will much more likely be that when 
a person wants a particular article he will try 
to make. his order as large as possible by 
ordering a larger quantity, or even other 
goods, so that the charge may bear a rela- 
tively smail proportion to the total value. 
The consignments’ coming into the Free 
State for private individuals are infinitesimal 
in number in comparison with those to busi- 
ness firms. In the case of the particular firm 
in which I am interested I calculate that the 
cost of this new tax will be about £300 per 
annum. It is out ‘of the question that this 
can be borne in addition to the present crush- 
ing taxation, and it must be passed on to the 
consumer. The same may be táken to apply 
to all other businesses in this country. It can 
only be looked upon as coming under the head 
of overhead chatges, which must be provided 
for when fixing the selling prige of the goods. 

The tax is collected mainly by two sources— 
the postman and the railway or steamship 
carter. It is clear to anyone that a tax like 
this cannot be collected through a Government 
department without heavy expense. A post- 
man cannot deliver the same number of parcels 
if he is kept waiting for the collection of 
money at many of the houses where he calls. 
The steamship companies add one penny to 
the sixpence to cover the cost of collection, 
but it cannot possibly meet the actual cost, 
which includes a considerable amount of 
clerical work and a serious delay to the man, 
horse and float engaged in the delivery. 
It is time that the citizens of the Free State 
should interest themselves in this subject and 
urge on the members of the Dail the nécessity 
of having the tax cancelled on-the earliest 
possible date.—Yours, etc., aly ys 
Dublin, September 10th, 1924.

An Important Conference. 


The Conservative conference at News 
castle-on-Tyne next month will probably 
be the most important held for a long 
time past. The desire on the part oi 
those interested to be present is so great 
that the whole of the available accommo- 
dation in the city has been booked up 
already, and delegates who have delayed 
in making their arrangements will ex- 
perience difficulty in finding rooms. This 
increase in interest is a hoffeful sign for 
the success of the gathering; and, in 
view of the uncertain situation in the 
political world, the proceedings will be 
of more than usual interest. 


The Houses of Parliament. 


People who are familiar with the Houses 
of Parhament have recognised ‘for a long 
time that serious decay of the stone work 
had set in; for many of the ornamental 
additions to the building have ceased to 
be recognisable. Many of the statues, 
with numbers of the pinnacles, are 
crumbling away, and in some cases the 
remains have become a positive danger. 
Experts who have been making a study 
of the position declare that the fault is 
not due, as generally supposed, to atmo- 
spheric influences, but to the stone, which 
is geologically rotten. It is hard and 
brittle, and. began to decay soon after 
the. building was completed. Steps are 
now being taken to deal with the stone- 
work. where necessary, and some tons 
have already been removed from different 
parts of the building to ensure safety ; 
for the stone does not crumble, but breaks 
away in pieces and drops. off. Efforts 
are being ‘made to find a preservative 
which will have the effect of saving the 
decorative work on the facades of the 
building, since it will cost a very large 
sum «of money to replace the figures now 
in danger of destruction. 


Unemployment. 


The further jump in the unemploymen? 
figures to-day of 13,622. makes the in- 
creased number of unemployed. during 
the past two months 137,941. Inquiries 
at the Ministry of Labour to-day could-not 
secure an explanation of the advance, 
which is not regarded there as anything 
to cause particular alarm. The coal trade 
is said to bear a big share of the increase ; 
ior the figure this year is 80,000 miners 
unemployed against 38,000 last year, an 
increase due to the depression in the 
industry. When the House of Commons 
meets it is expected that the Minister 
of: Labour will be called upon to explain 


‘| how it is that there has been such a 


marked advance in the number of unem- 
ployed, with a demand for the production 
of schemes for alleviating the situation. 


Labour members, who are disappointed at 


the. way in which the Government has 
dealt with the evil, probably will join in 
the attack on Mr. Tom Shaw. 


A German Boom. 


Mr. Rufus Dawes, Deputy Agente 
General for Reparations in Germany, is 
of the opinion that Germany is on the 
eve of a tremendous trade boom, and that 
the country to-day is a land of promise for 
evéry business man. It seems certain that 
Germany will soon be so busy that she 
will not be able to manage all the business 
which will come to her hand; for she 
will virtually control the trade of the 
world. This will be due to the fact that 
she will be in a most favourable position 
to cempete with all-comers; for she is 
paying her skilled workmen about half the 
sum paid here, while the men work for a 
fifty or sixfy-hour week. She’ has no 
public debts now, while taxation is far 
lower than here. There is also a great, 
amount of money in the country, which 
will be produced as soon as it is considered 
safe, and will be utilised for industrial 
development. 


Hoording Gold. 


The civil war in China has made that 
country a buyer of silver, with the result. 
that there is a rise here in the price of 
the metal. It seems somewhat paradoxical 
that there should be a demand when the 
country 1s so disturbed; but in the East 
the tendency is always to hoard precious 
metals in time of national unrest, an‘ 
the Chinese are simply following an oll 
and well-established custom. If the civil 
war continues, it may have a very marked 
effect upon the silver market: for, in 
addition to the Chinese demand, consider- 
able buying orders continue to come from 
India. Hoarding is probably taking place 
there in much the same way as in China. 
Indeed, competent authorities hold the 
view that India is hoarding the greater 
portion of the missing gold in the world. 


The Dunlop Scheme. 


It is expected that copies of the Dunlop 
capital reorganisatign scheme will be in 
the hands of the “Pesschalders before the 
end of the week, and that a meeting to 
pass the necessary resolutions will be 
fixed for September 26th. The new scheme 
has been prepared with commendable 
despatch in view of the magnitude of thé 
undertaking.

CROPS.

THE OUTLOOK IN FERMANAGH 
From Our REPORTER. 
ENNISKILLEN, Wednesday. 
Monday’s rainfall seems to have come less 
heavily over this district than elsewhere, but, 
such as it was, brought to a climax the 


B. | gathering of flood water in low-lying tracts, 


and confirmed a great amount of the damage 
that seemed inevitable through the excep- 
tional wetness of the season as a whole. 
The reports which I gathered to-day were 
not, entirely gloomy, and I was not asked to 


represent Fermanagh as one of the most dis- . 


tressful of counties. It was pointed out 
that the geography of the county presents a 
great natural drainage scheme, the wide 
valley of the Erne and its lake areas giving 
scope for the flow and dissipation, at a 
comfortable rate, of sto.m water from the 
uplands. Generally, that great natural 
drainage system has served the purpose sufh- 
ciently, even in this season of heavy rains, 
Flooding, therefore, has not been very 
noticeable, except in a few special places. 
A gentleman, who, in the course of his busi- 
ness, travels about the county frequently, 
told me that in the past week or two he has 
seen roads under water where that had never 
in his experience occurred before. He men- 
tioned particularly places between Ennis- 
killen and Irvinestown; that is to say, places 
lying low along the eastern shore of lower 
Fa Erne. In some other places there has 
been a certain amount of lodging of uncut 
crops, and here and there hay has been 
spoiled by soaking on the lower parts of 
fields when the rain hax come before the 
temporary stooks could be gathered, accord- 
ing to practice, into cocks on higher ground. 
Another trouble on some farms along the 
bottom of the valley—ordinarily the richest 
and most profitable—is that fields are too 
continuously sodden, through tht persistence 
of rain, for reaping operations. 


IMPROVED METHODS OF CULTIVATION 
_ Taking the county as a whole, for grain and 
hay, the total result is seb not much below 
that of average years, but the balance of ad- 
vantage is different: the richer lands of the 


poorer ground in comparison, have had a 
good growing season, and have suffered 
nothing from superfluous water. Crops gene- 
tally were large. and good, and it is only 
where there have been, or may be still, diffi- 
eulty in saving them, that cause for lament 

Speaking ef the crops na a whale, a 


gentleman deeply concerned with farming in- 
terests in the county commented to me on the 
great advances made in recent years through 
improved methods of cultivation. .The farmers 
of Fermanagh, it appears, are keenly alive to 
the advantages to be gained by making use of 
the results of research and the fruits of agr!- 
cultural education. 

I received rather a gloomy account of root 
crops. Potatoes—not an important subject of 
cultivation in County Fermanagh, unless, per- 
haps, for small holders in the mountain dis- 
tricts—were not commented on, but. turnips 
and mangels, which are grown extensively in 
the principal farming districts of the county 
for cattle feeding, are said to be not worth 
taking up in large areas where the ground is 
sodden. Already there is talk of the effects 
of a deficiency in these crops on the milk sup- 
ply. and the price of milk in the towns and 
on the quantity of butter likely to be available 
in the winter months. 7 

I checked the results of my inquiries by 4 
conversation with Mr. West, Secretary to the 
County Committee of Agriculture, who is con- 
stantly in touch with farmers all over the 
county. After supplying or confirming much 
of the report given above, Mr. West men- 
tioned the turf supply. ‘‘ It is, perhaps, the 
matter which will affect the largest number 
of people in the county directly. The turf is 
as wet to-day as at the beginning of the 
summer, and the amount that can be saved 
will be as nothing to the needs of the people. 
You may say there is no turf, and it is a verv 
dark prospect for the country people this 
winter. Unless there are extraordinary and 
unforeseen opportunities in the next few weeks 
for drying out the sods, I am afraid the situa- 
tion will be such as to require some 
public action,” Mr, West pointed out that 
there is very little wood in the county avail- 
able for cutting to use in relief of this situa- 
tion. and he hinted at some such measure as 
public organisation. of coal distribution to 
avoid the worst results of fuel shortage. “I 
remember 1879,” Mr. West added, ‘* which is 
always looked back on as the worst Year for 
farmers here; but I fear this may be a blacker 
year, if only because of the loss of the turf.” 

To-day was fair day in Enniskillen. It is 
a fairly important fair, for the county, apart 
from the outlying mountsiny districts, 1s 
largely a grass county, and Enniskillen is the 
market centre for a very extensive area. This 
wag an exceptionally large fair to-day. Cattle 
were brought in. from many miles around, 
even from beyond the county border and from 
Free State territory. There was steady buy- 
ing all morning, at prices which were con- 
sidered on the whole to be good, having re- 
gard to the large choice open to buyers. 
Besides cattle, sheep and ponies changed 
hands. The fair had a cheerful aspect, and 
as I remarked in beginning, there was no 
general air of dismay over the affect of recent 


weather. 
SODDEN HAY. 

In County Monaghan, as I came along by 
train yesterday, between Castleblayney and 
Clones, I noticed many fields where haycocks 
were more or less under water, others which 
were under water to such an extent that they 
are not likely to recover from their sodden 
condition before winter, and yet others where 
grain crops have been beaten down and be- 
come lodged. It is well to add that along 
that rolling tract of country, well drained as 
a whole, there were a still larger number of 
fields which looked remarkably well, consider- 
ing that they lie on what is regarded as in- 
ferior ground, much of it stony and coarse.

OUTDOOR RELIEF. 


PROPOSED REFORMS IN 
DUBLIN UNION. 


—_—-> —— 


At the weekly meeting of the Commis- 
sioners of the Dublin Union, held yesterday, 
Mr. J. MacLysaght (Chairman) Bas aoi and 
rs. J. Power 
and Dr. W. C. Dwyer, were also present. 
The Clerk (Mr. Condon) reported that the 
credit balance amounted to £1,921 4s., and 
that there was due from the contributory 
bodies a sum of £26,061 15s.—viz., £14,950 
from the Dublin Corporation, balance of 
second instalment payable on or before the 
30th inst., and £11,111 15s. from. the Dublin 
County Council, balance of second instalment. 
It was mentioned that arrangements were 
now complete for the taking of the statistical 
return or census of all ptrsons in receipt 
of outdoor or indoor relief, with a view 
to the introduction of certain reforms which 
would bring substantial relief to the finances 
of the union. 
It has transpired in connection with the 
payment of outdoor relief that several cases 
against the recipients for having received 
relief under false pretences are listed for 
hearing at the District Courts. hese per- 
sons, it was alleged, failed to disclose, when 
applying for the relief, that they were in 
receipt of old age pensions or other income. 
The expenditure on outdoor relief for 
several months past has been reduced by an 
average of between £600 and £700 a week. 
SHEBEENING IN THE WORKHOUSE, 
With regard to the investigation made by 
the Chairman of the Commissioners into the 
complaint that shebeening took place within 
the institution, the ommissioners were 
satisfied that such a system existed, and as 
a result they have reduced the chief warder 
of a certain division to the lowest rank in 
the service, with a corresponding rate of 
ay, and have directed that both he and his 
amily, who had occupied a residence within 
the workhouse, shall live outside the house 
in future. 
The Commissioners, it appears, in dealing 
so leniently with the warder, had been in- 
fluenced by certain considerations.
